Elba City Council’s meeting routine

The Elba City Council mecting 
was over Monday evening in less 
than one hour. Business covered in- 
cluded board appointments, ad- 
dressing two ordinances, declaring 
an additional holiday for employces, 
changing the date of the next council 
meeting, agreeing to sell some sur- 
plus property and approving a mo- 
tion on the All Star Sports matter. 

Lloyd Driggers was appointed to 
a two year term on the FEMA E-911 
board. Mayor James Grimes an- 
nounced the re-appointment of Wil- 
son Dyess to the Elba Housing Au- 
thority. 

The council approved an in- 
definite extension to the one cent 
sales tax passed in 1994, The tax 
will continued to be divided with the 
Elba School System. The division 
will be on a 50-50 basis, 

School Superintendent Charles 
Pearce was present and responded to 
questions about the benefits the 
school derives from the tax. 

He noted a $201,000 cut in state 
funding from last year and said, 
“Without these (city) funds we 
couldn't make our budget at all.” He 
added that the schools were in de- 
cent financial shape now, but with- 
out the extra help, the teacher units 
funded by the sales tax would def- 
initely be in jeopardy. The school’s 
portion of the tax is expected to con- 
tinue at about $120,000 a year. 

An ordinance prohibiting the con- 
necting of any ulllitics to any facility 
without the proper building permits, 
etc, was introduced. It will be con- 
sidered at the next council meeting. 

City employees get an extra hol- 
iday after council members voted to 
declare the Friday after Thanks- 
giving as a city holiday, Grimes said 
it would give employees more time

The agreement was for the city to 
pay All Star $7,000 and they agree

Smith said he, his brother David 
and Grimes had agreed on the latest 
offer and now the mayor was chang- 
ing his mind. 

Grimes then spoke up and said: 

“Several proposals have been 
made to David Smith and All Star 
Sports, Some were not acceptable by 
All Star Sports and some were not 
acceptable by the City. The two par- 
ties involved have failed to reach a 
mutual agreement. 

“T had a meeting with our city 
attorney last week regarding All 
Star Sports, | have a recommenda- 
tion from that meeting to the City 
Council: 

“Based on the advice of City At- 
tomey Jeff Kelley, | recommend 
the City of Elba abide by the orig- 
inal lease agreement with David 
Smith of All Star Sports. If David 
Smith of All Star Sports wants to 
pursue any other avenues per- 
taining to the original lease, that 
all future discussions be with the 
city atlomey.” 

A motion to that effect was made 
by council member John W. Sharp- 
less and seconded by Council mem- 
ber Harold Bannin. It passed unan- 
imously without any further 
discussion.

Whitworth also reported the hir- 
ing of former Elba police officer 
Dean Blair to serve as the DARE of- 
ficer at the Elba schools.

A report was presented by City 
Clerk Donnie Morrow on the cost of 
paving Teresa Street, Cedar Lane 
Drive and Winston Street, 

Paving with 1" asphalt on Wins- 
ton St. would cost $7,155 and the 
curbing of this street would cost 
$1,807.80. 

Teresa Street would cost $4,360 
to pave and $1,319 to curb, 

Cedar Lane Drive, the longest of 
the three at 1,752 feet, would cost 
$12,527 to pave. 

Morrow noted that the water main 
on Teresa Street was only 4” main 
.. with some 2” lines. He said water 
pressure in this area is not accept- 
able. The clerk asked paving be de- 
layed until this could be considered 
by the Water and Electric Board. 

Council member Wenzel Gray 
asked for a status report on the ditch 


in front of Ellison Barber Shop. He 
also asked about the West Street pro- 
ject, “I walked this with the mayor 
and it is plain that this incomplete 
project has been going on for at least 
six months. The pipe is just lying 
around and the ditch is dangerous for 
the children,” 

Morrow reported the first prob- 
lem would be fixed right away. He 
agreed to examine the West St. prob- 
lem and give a definite date for com- 
pleting the work. 

The next meeting of the city 
council was changed from No- 
vember 11th to Tuesday, November 
12th to avoid meeting on the Vet- 
erans Day holiday.

Present county commission holds final meeting

The present members of the Cof- 
fee County Commission held their 
final meeting (barring a special 
called meeting) Monday moming. 

As has been the case for several 
meetings, commissioners moved 
smoothly through their agenda con- 
ducting mostly routine business. 

The awarding of the bid for 
mulch, carried over from the prior 
meeting, was the first order of busi- 
ness. 

Jen-Hill Construction Company 
of Hendersonville, TN will supply 
the 100% recycled paper mulch at 
.14¢ per pound. Universal Feed & 
Supply located in Birmingham, AL 
was low bidder on wood fiber mulch 
and combination wood/paper mulch 
at .1524¢ and .1464¢ per pound re- 
spectively, 

Commissioners approved the pur- 
chase of a re-conditioned patrol car 
with a police package for the sher- 
iff's department. 

Coffee County Sheriff Ben 
Moates reviewed the bids received 
and recommended the purchase of a 
1994 Chevrolet Caprice from Blue 
Streak Motors in Lexington, KY. 

The car, which has 64,000 miles 
on it, was purchased for $11,600.00 
and will be delivered in about two 
weeks. 

The commission had budgeted 
$42,000 for additional vehicles for 
the sheriff's department. The sheriff 


has already purchased a 1993 Chev- 
rolet Caprice from state surplus lot at 
a cost of $8,000, and ordered a 1996 
Ford on state bid. 

Sheriff Moates, by purchasing the 
cars in this manner, stated that he 
was able to add three fully equipped 
vehicles to his fleet without going 
over budget. 

Other good news for the sheriff's 
department was the receipt of a 
$4,600 Church-Arson Grant from 
the U. S. Justice Department. 

According to the sheriff, these 
funds, along with matching funds 
from the county's Emergency Man- 
agement Agency, will be used to 
purchase a new repeater (used in ra- 
dio communications) to replace the 
present out-dated one, 

Recent burning of churches has 
prompted the Justice Department to 
make funds available in assisting lo- 
cal law enforcement in preventing or 
solving cases in which churches 
have been destroyed by fire. 

At the close of the general busi- 
ness session, the outgoing commis- 
sioners expressed their appreciation 
of having had the opportunity to 
serve the people of Coffee County. 

Commissioners Wendell Black, 
Randy Lunsford and Jack Hanson 
were defeated in their bid for re- 
election. Commissioners Bill Faulk 
and Lawrence Creel both decided 
not to seek re-election. 

Commission Chairman Robert 
Stephens commented, “! appreciated 


serving with these commissioners. 
They've all represented their dis- 
tricts real well, 

“T think everyone of them had the 
county and the citizens of their com- 
munities at heart.” 

He said that he would miss them 
all but would especially miss Com- 
missioner Faulk since he had served 
with him longer. 

The only two commissioners who 
will be returning are Commission 
Chairman Stephens _ representing 
District 3 and Commissioner Bernest 
Brooks representing District 5. 
Also, Linda Westbrook has already 
been elected to serve the people of 
District 1. The remaining commis- 
sioners from Districts 2, 4, 6 and 7 
are yet to be decided upon, That will 
be done in Tuesday's election (No- 
vember 5). 

Faulk has served on the commis- 
sion for the past 12 years, Prior to 
being elected to the commission, he 
had worked with the Soil Conserva- 
tion Service for 30 years. 

“As I reminisce, the one thing I 
am proud of, I see Coffee County as 
a more united county now than it has 
been since I've been a part of Coffee 
County,” said Faulk. 

“The future of Coffee County 
looks great!” he said, “I feel that we 
are going to have some good people 
on the commission, I think we'll be 
leaviny it in good hands, 

“I feel like they are coming into

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Adam Cecil Davis 
arraigned on 
murder charge

On Tuesday, October 22, Adam 
Cecil Davis, age 18, of Opp, AL was 
arraigned on the charge of murder, 

Davis was charged with the mur- 
der of Amber Spinks in connection 
with an automobile accident on June 
30, 1996, 

On October 8, Davis’ petition for 
youthful offender status was denied. 
Youthful offender status is available 
to individuals between the ages of 18 
and 21 who have been charged with 
a felony or certain misdemeanors. 
Punishment for the crime is not as 
harsh under YO status. 

Each petition is granted, or not 
granted, on a case-by-case basis by 
the court after consideration of the 
nature of the crime, the individual's 
record, the interest of the public and 
the interest of the individual, in addi- 
tion to the probation officer's report, 
and testimony given during a hear- 
ing, 

"Should Davis be convicted on the 
murder charge, he faces from ten 
years to life in prison. No trial date 
has been set at this time.

It scems everywhere you go or turn somebody's talking about the Inter- 
net. They cither just went on-line or they wish they were on-line or they 
want to know, “Exactly what does on-line mean, anyway?” It's the latest 
wave in our technological revolution and may make George Orwell more 
prophet than poet! My even saw a “net” address plastered across the 
endzone of one of the stadiums last Sunday afternoon. 


T must confess to being behind the curve on this one. I've never surfed 
the net or browsed the web. I guess you could say I'm a litle technological- 
ly disadvantaged when it comes to cyberspace. I’m going to get there one 
day, but for now, I have to feed off of the exhilaration and, yes, frustration 
of others over their experiences on the web. 


1 have a friend in town who is particularly captivated (or captured, I'm 
not really sure!) with his new technological toy. He put it to me something 
like this: “It’s like having a giant picture or mural in front of you. As you 
stand close to it, you are marveled by what you can see. But then you take a 
step back and WOW!! - you realize that what you were looking at was only 
a minuscule portion of the whole scene. The frustrating thing is that you can 
never back up far enough to see the whole thing! Every time you take an- 
other step away, the size of the thing multiplies exponentially and you be- 
gin to realize what an infinitesimally small portion of the whole you are 
able to perceive because of your limited perspective. Each new broadened 
perspective brings the amazement of new discovery and the frustration of 
the reality of a still-stunted perspective.” 


I must confess that when I’m around him I just love to press his “inter- 
net" button and see what new insight gushes forth. His curiosity and enthu- 
siasm are delightful and telling. Now, my friend is not a preacher (well, 
maybe he is, of sorts!) but his analogy of the web is one that would preach 
in any church or at least it should. 


‘We experience God from the perspective of faith. The more we come to 
understand about Him, the more we realize how little we really do compre- 
hend of the mysteries of faith. With every new revelation comes the hum- 
bling awe of God who cannot be bound, who will not be bound by our lim- 
ited perspective. How liberating it is when we no longer try to make God 
conform to the dimensions of our own understanding, but come to accept 
the refreshing reality that the God we serve is not bound by time and space 
and most certainly cannot be bound by our intellectual or spiritual capacity 
to know Him. 


From time to time life throws an clbow to our chests and thrusts us back- 
ward. As we reel and gasp and try to regain balance we are also affordED a 
new, more ned perspective on the realities of God. May God grant us 
the grace to take a fresh look and the wisdom never to suppose ourselves to 
have attained anything more than a mere morsel of the feast that is God. 
Every day can become a new and exciting adventure if we allow ourselves 
to admit a litte ignorance. Surely in our faith there can be room for a little 
honest ignorance!

ELBA TIGERS WAKE UP LATE TO CLAIM AREA TITLE 


The Elba Tigers woke up early in the fourth quarter Friday night and 
pul sixteen unanswered points on the scoreboard in the closing stanza to 
claim a big 23-7 win over the Rehobeth Rebels. The win was a struggle, 
as was expected, but the Tigers came through when it mattered most and 
pulled out the win to claim the Class 3A, Area 3 championship and gain 
the homefield advantage in the upcoming state football playoffs, 

The Elba offense, which had failed to score in three previous road 
games, moved the ball almost at will throughout the game, only to hurt it- 
self with crucial penalties that nullified one touchdown and stopped an- 
other apparent scoring drive. Tailback Bobby Burks gained only 25 yards 
in a first half that saw both teams sustain long, time-consuming drives, 
but the speedy Tiger senior broke loose for 90 yards in the second half 
and ended the game with 115 yards on the ground. Fullback D'Undray 
Peterson found tough going against the big Rebel front line and was limit- 
ed to only 26 yards on 10 caries, but the Tigers’ battering ram did bull 
over the goallline for two touchdowns, and helped the Tigers pull away 
late to claim the win. Quarterback Troy Bryan rolled up 82 yards in total 
offense, with 59 yards coming through the air, and was effective both run 
ning and passing. The offense had chances to blow the game open prior to 
the final stanza; however, the Tigers came away empty-handed on three 
occasions after long drives, and continued to have problems scoring once 
they got inside the 30-yardline. The mistakes were still casy to spot and 
there is still a lot of room for improvement, but the Tigers did come 
through when the game was on the line and scored 23 points against a 
pretty good defensive club 

The Elba defense seemed confused on the game's opening drive and 
watched as Rehobeth marched 67 yards to take an early 7-0 lead, but al- 


lowed only 40 yards in total offense the remainder of the game and 
played a major role in the key area win, The defense came up with two 
blocked punts that led to nine points, and made 11 tackles behind the line 
of scrimmage as the defense limited the Rebels to only 25 yards rushing. 
The Tigers’ defensive dominance was especially evident in the second 
half, as they held Rehobeth to only 11 total yards until going itito a pre 
vent defense on the game’s final series. Earl Perkins had a big night with 
four tackles for losses of 27 yards, and the entire defensive front had a big 
night as the Tigers shut down the powerful Rehobeth running attack. The 
secondary did get burned for 92 yards on nine completions, but had some 
new faces in starting line-up, and was able to get valuable game ex- 
perience and get a win at the same time. 

Elha looked much like the Tigers that stumbled their way to a dis- 
appo riting loss to Geneva County for three quarters Friday night, but got 
a wake-up call on a field-goal by Todd McKee early in the fourth quarter, 
and from that point on layed like the Tigers that posted lopsided wins 
over Headland and Geneva, and looked like a possible 3A contender. It 
wasn't the kind of performance that Coach Lowery and his staff want on 
a weekly basis, but it was a win, and that was just what the doctor ordered 
for a team that badly needed a shot of confidence. Now that the Tigers 
have wrapped up the area title and the homefield advantage in the 
playoffs, maybe they will relax and have some fun as they prepare for an 
Other run at a state title.

The Elba Tige-s pulled ahead on 
a fourth quarter field-goal by Todd 
McKee and then pulled away with 
two late touchdowns to dump the 
Rehobeth Rebels 23-7, Friday night 
in Rehobeth.
